This valiant 
reſolution of Cziar was not ſound in the Duke of Medi- 
na Sidotma, foz though be was ſent by bis P3zince and - 
ueraigne , as Generall of all his Foꝛces, yet he chooſe 
rather to returne with diſhonour, then with valiantCz- 
far to ſceke a Sepulcher in England: Foz comming with 
a migdtie Flete, well pzonided with martiall furniture 
fuchas might have amazed the greateſt Pouarch in the 
whole wozld to encounter: comming with as greate a 
bꝛaue towardes England, as Xerxes againſt Lacedemos 
na :ſetting vp his @freamers as Commaunders that 
Eolus Chould bæ fauourable to his M auie.

them that God fonght on their ſide, then not to be daun- 
ted with multitudes : and Martines fearfull', ſhzunke as 
wap. But Cod who holpeth reucnge in his Fand, let loſs 
the windes, and tht iu a ſtoʒme into the ſca, that man 
ol their ſhippes which eſcaped our handes, periſhed on 
the Rockes: vſing the Dea fo; true nge, es he did againſt 
Pharao, when he perſecuted the chalazen of Iſraell: S0 
that Don Ricalco with diſhoncur paſſed ito Spaine , and 
our Admirall returned with glozious triumph into Eng- 
land, bzinging dome @hippes, Pziſoners, and Fur 
ture, that out Englil; ſhoares ſounded with Ecchoes of 
triumph,and cuery mouth was filled with the pzaiſcs of 
of the Lo2d Charles Haward , while Ricaldo diſmaicd at 
at his maſfoztune ,end his tottercd ſhippes,ſlaith.

no; thought of the leaſt valour, but oſed fo his cou; 
t and reſolution to be a ſecond Hector, tn ſo much as 
Medina , Ricaldo,and the reſt relied mach both vpon his 
licie, and pzoweffe , and he himſeclfe at his departures 
the King,and bis long from Lisbon, by his bzane 

woꝛ des, his great pzomiſes,and martiall thꝛeates, was 
of ſarpaſſing great dope among the Spaniardes,ſo that 
the oe —— him as Scnacherib ſent Rablaketh 
to vefle Ezckiah. And Pedro himlelfe reſolued by a pze- 
rt time, to enter the Land with conqueft : in ſo much 
that the Romanes neuer conceiued bettet hope in Hora- 
tius Cocles, in Torquatus , in Scipio African,nay in Czlar, 
when he was Dictato: then the @pantards did in Don 
Pedro, thinking that no fener be woulde haue arriued 
in the Engliſh coxft,but be would haue w2itten back, as 
the Romain Ponarch did, , vu, uur if hee 02 his 
ſello wes had re ad the Conqueſtes of England, hot diffi - 
cult they were , either of the Barons, Danes, 02 of the 
Romanes,02 laſtly by the Nozmanes, cither her woulde 
haue pꝛouided a greater late, oz a better courage : Foz 
being unbarqued in a Ship of i 3 30 tarmes, carrying 
fiftic Cannons, after a while he had ſtragled on our coaſt,

one deniall with bat, having fiftie Cannons in bis ſhip : 
De that like a Lion came ſtozming from Spaine, humbly 
likt a lambe crouched to our Admirall in the Engliſh 
ſeas,yelding himſt lie and bis,pziſoners: Now note the 
Spaniſh bzamng es, what cowardly concluſions 
they infer , Cato Vucenſis chaſe rather to murther him- 
ſclfe, then to fall into the handes of Cziar his Cnemie, 
nay, Clcopatra a woman. ſuffered rather death by d ing⸗ 
ing of Aſpickcs, then ſhe woulde ſubmitte to her Fos: 
Honour amongſt @ovitioury is tighlic pꝛised, nd to 
beare the yoake of an Enemie is moze bitter to a noble 
minde then death: Pet tiked not Don Pedro of this phb 
loſophte : ha thinkes,to die is the laſt dad, and therefoze 
to liue is \wete : but this was not avuſtucrable to hys 
Emblemes and Jmpzeſſes which hee gaue in his En⸗ 
fignes, Banners and Streamers , ſoz in the one was fi» 
gurcd a Þunne anda ne, tte Potto in SpentH,but 
to this cect Hers lem, bodre defects: Wefflerday 
the Full, but fo day tbe Mane: mecmng (as J ſuppoſe) 
tta' the ſulne ſſe of Englands pꝛt ſyt ritit was at an end, 
and nowc by bis mcaues ſhould it fall into the Mane:

Fleete: finding a coling card to alap thetr hot ſtomackes, 
they returned home diſcouraged , diſhonoured , and viſ- 
graced, in ſo much, thai loking with a derpe inſight, info 
out bictoꝛie, and their onerthzowe : ſeing our ſhips like 
little Pen iſſes.and their huge barkes built like Caſtles, 
onerpering our3:they in their owne conſciences confeſt 
that Cod was on our ſive : ſaying that their oucrſight in 
beeing (3 fozwarde was requited as the deteſtable at- 
tempt cfBriareus the Grant with the hundzed handes, 
and Tiphes who the Pocts faine, did war againſt the 
Ooddes, and heayed hill on hill, as Pelion on Offi , to 
tlimbe vp to the Deanens, whereupon lupiter with a 
Thanderbolte,paſhcd them all to powder : ſo they, blin⸗ 
ded with the vale of tgnozance , attempted againſt the 
Ooſpell, the trncth , and the Defendzefſe of them bott, 
Quenc Blizabeth the Lo2zds choſen, and his annointey :

Spaniard che we bis courage, dis faith, bis clemencic:his 
courage, in pet ſoꝛming ſo haughtie a dangerous a Cons 
gucſt:ſoʒ being armed at᷑ al points with his Curets, his 
Cozflet, Burganet, his,ho2ſe,bis Pike, bis ſpcare, with 
ſtoꝛe of men at armes, and demilance,he inuaded a com- 
pany of naked Pes without armour oz knowledge of 
vſe of weapon, but a few fiſh bones: his faith, in that theſe 
naked men flying into the woods and Pountaines, whe- 
ther the Spaniardneither could noz dart march, was 
perſwaded vpon dis oath by the chziftian God,to come 
and pteld with pꝛomiſe of life and libertie: who no ſoner 
were in his reach, and circuit with his Souldiours, but 
bꝛeaking his oxth, as one p ſware by none of his friends, 
he cauſed his Senloicrs to appzchend their Nobility as 
pꝛiſoners: Mis clemencie in vling the virtoꝛy, not as Cz 
far,thatglo:tedin his courteſics vſed to his ſoes, tut like 
bzute beaſts, cauſed the Indians to be hunted with dogs. 
ſome ta be toʒne with hoꝛſes, ſome to hanc their handes 
tut ot, and (3 many (:;nd;y Paſſaquers as græueth any 
god 
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go>minde to tepoꝛt. The @paniard ſeated thus in the 
Country, ſtraig9t ſought out the Mines of golde, cau⸗ 
ſing the remnant of the Moes as lanes to digge in the 
Mines, ſent yearly with a great Fleete, much treaſure 
from thence into Spaine : which being blazed abzoave 
th;ough all the woꝛld, the repozt coming into England, 
there roſe vp a man of high and hardie reſolucion, Sir 
Francis Drake: who ſent by ber Maieſtie to diſcouer that 
Coantrie,not onlie found it out, but bzought home great 
riches, and the ſame time as a warriour went, and mals 
grado of the art landed, entred bp intothe country 
ner Carthagene,y Santo Domingo, putting the @pani- 
ard to the fople,q the ſwozd,bzought home foze of welth 
and freaſure,and getting by his valour ſach endlea fame 
am glozie, as far ſarmounteth ſuch momentaine traſh: 
bling the Poozes ,conqueredwith ſuch courteſie,as they 
thought the Englilh Gods, and the Spaniardes both by 
rule and conſcience halſe Deuils. Mir Francis Drakes 
happie ſucteſſe in India, and the late lofſe of their Doue- 
ra:gnes Flete,ioined together, ſoze danted the mindes 
of the India generals, that they it as men diſcontented in 
their beartes : to whome is obiected (as inderiflon) the 
berſes that Virgill wzote againſt Baullus.

chie, hee rigged his Fleete , and cut ouer into England, 
where be fonnde ſuch harde landing, that he was glad to 
paſſe away with the repulſe: but hee, whoſe minde was 
impaticnt of diſhonour: after he had renewed his fieete, 
made a long oꝛatien to incourage them, but they found 
fo bard g bzcakefaft, that hardiy they could be induced to 
giue the ſecond attempt. The @paniardes being but in 
reſpect out Nelghbours,hearing how not encly we haue 
defended our owne Realme, but made diners inna ons 
with greate vicozies : as Edward the thirde in France, 
and Henrie tbe fift,who fo:ced the Ling by armes to pꝛo- 
tlaime him heire apparant, in ſo much that Henrie the 
ſixt ſatc crowned in Paris. The pw:c Souldiours hauing 
heard ol theſe and other our reſoldtions, were diſcou- 
ra ged befoze they came, and feared to buckle with men 
ſo hardy and ſoꝛtunate although they were both charged 
by their Aing, and incouraged by the Pope with a genes 
rall pardon apr culpa, yet al the perſwadons would 
not ſerue, foz divers hid themſelues , and other by fained 
ercuſes ſougbt abſence, but at laſt compelled fo: war de, 
and fozcedto take ſhipping , they found here that they 
f:arcd 
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ſcared [men that durſt abide their bzave, and retvrne 
them blowe fo2 tlowe, not the naked & es, noz the 
fainting Poztugall, but Engliſh men that pzize honour 
as dere as their liucs : whoifthey heare bat this woꝛd 
El abetha, they flie like Liens inthe face of the Enemy, 
nay inthe mouth ofthe Cannon, rather oppoſing them- 
ſelues fo ten thouſand deathes, then the fozfune of der e⸗ 
nc mies ſhould touch her royall Maeſtie with any con ; 
trary paſſion, et ling thus what they feared, ſome faken 
P2iſeners,otbers ainc,a multitude dzowned in the ſea 
by Sbipwzack,the remnant of poze mercenary men cry 
cut in bytterneſſe of minde.
